a damnable eſtate and condition? That there 
are not ren of you have the knowledge of 
God , or his Sonne Jeſus Chriſt ? And yet 
nov, in the {tate of this Quettion, ye are 
Saints, Belecvers, viſible Members of 4 
Charch, &c.

IF you did appeare to them fo to be , they 
did il ro give you ſuch language : but if 
you were indeed other perſons, and did ap- 
pearc unto them otherwiſe, they did evill ro 
Baptzze your Infants.
